Claims 1 to 12 relate to a disproportionately large number of possible compounds which arc not supported by the 
description according to Article 6 PCT or can be considered disclosed according to Article 5 PCT. Claims 1 to 12 lack 
the appropriate support and (he patent application lacks the required disclosure to such an extent that a meaningful 
search encompassing the entire scope of claims 1-12 is impossible. For this reason the search was directed at the 
inventive concept of the invention which appears to be the use of a transgenic animal with altered levels of SOCS3 to 
determine compounds that modulate G-CSF activity by modulating SOCS3 activity. 

The Applicant's attention is drawn to the fact that claims, or pans of claims relating to inventions in respect of which 
no International Search Report has been established need not be the subject of an International Preliminary 
Examination.
